With its commandant, Major Gen-

The men sailing tomorrow will em- 
bark from Hampton Roads, Charles 
ton, S. C.. and San Diego. ‘The mine 
sweeper Oglala, formerly the Shaw- 
mut, will carry the detachment from 
Hampton Roads while the Charleston 
contingent will move southward on 
the light cruisers Trenton, Milwaukee

The River Thames burst throvgb 
the temporary defenses at the Burl- 
ingham club's polo ground at Put- 
ney bridge, forcing officials to. flee 
for their lives. The death toll of 
week-end gales and floods remained 
at 25D.

Hundreds of additional sandbags were 
erected hurriedly to stop the breach 

Similar measures were taken at the 
Tate gallery, where more than $7, 
500,000 damage was done by the first 
flood and 15,000 priceless Turner 
sketches were ruined. Near the Tate 
gallery, water, flowing over the bar- 
riers, cascaded down in torrents.

Houses also were flooded in Kew.

A relief fund for flood victims 
reached $12.000 tonight, of which 
King George contributed $500 and

The death toll ineluded 15 persons * 
drowned in the flood which inundate: 
many historie sections of London. 
brought suffering to thousands of 
persons, crippled wire communication 
and disrupted transportation. With 
the news that four persons had heen 
drowned Friday off Snettish when 
their yawl overturned in a fierce 
gale, storm deaths mounted to ten. 

Storm Death Toll 100. 

More than 100 persons have been 
killed by the floods, storms and bliz- 
zards of the past two months in the 
worst winter England has known in 
a generation. 

With the gradual restoration 
telegraphic communication, 
suffering were received 
parts of the British Isles. The big- 
gest floods in 15 years in the Irish 
counties of onal and Tyrone were 
caused by the overflowing of the riv- 
ers Fowle and Finn, inundating scores 
of farms. Damage was heavy. 

Hundreds were homeless at Iam- 
bert, near London. More than $100.- 
OO} worth of goods which were in 
warehonses, ranging from foodstuffs 
fo wireless valves, were tloating in 
the River Thames, which made canals 
of many streets and filled basements. 

Damage at Rillingsgate alone was 
estimated at $2.500.000. Numerous 
heats were destroved, and 15.000 
sketches made by Turner, the great 
English artist, were ruined when flood 
waters invaded the cellar of historic 
Tate gallery. 

Many of the victims were totally 
ruined because some insurance policies

ed News.)—Ruth Snyder's and Henry 
Judd Gray's last Sunday on earth 
was marked by two developments: 

Determined efforts by Sing Sing 
authorities to prevent possible last- 
minute attempts at suicide and—dis- 
covery of a “secret channel,” by 
which Mrs. Snyder could have pass- 
ed messages to her mother or received 
contraband from her. 

Double guards were placed over 
the two prisoners, whose execution 
for the murder of Albert Snyder will 
take place Thursday night- unless 
Governor Smith unexpectedly inter- 
venes, 

Shifts Ruth to Other Cells. 


Warden Lewis E. Lawes, in addi- 
tion, inaugurated a policy of shifting 
Mrs, Snyder daily among the three 
cells of the woman's tier of the death 
house and moving Gray from cell to 
cell toward the “little green door,” 
which is not green, but drab. 

A “tip’ that in spite of all pre- 
cautions things were passing between 
Mrs. Snyder and her mother, Mrs. 
Josephine Brown, caused Warden 
Lawes to take stern measures. 

The manner in which written mes- 
sages and even poison or weapons 
could have passed between the two 
women was soon discovered, although 
they have been allowed to converse 
only through ai §close-meshed = wire 
screen and in the presence of guards. 

Matron Recalls Actions. 

Matrons recalled that Mrs. Snyder. 
while exercising in the prison yard, 
several times had asked permission 
to go to the women’s room reserved 
for matrons. It is in the corridor 
and Mrs. Brown has also been ac- 
corded permission to go to the room 
during yisits to her daughter. 

When ‘this explanation of the tun 
censored messages Mrs. Snyder 
alleged to have smuggled out became 
apparent Sunday, a thorough search 
of the condemned woman's — person 
and cell was made. The matrons 
found nothing to indicate that Mrs 
trown had ever smuggled anything 
to her daughter. 

Warden Lawes issued 
mediately that neither Mrs. Brown nor 
| Mrs. Snyder were to be permitted to 
ise ANY rooms, utensils or furnishings 
an the death house under any circum- 
stances, 

Sunday Visitors Barred. 

Snyder's rather special privi- 
lege of having Sunday visitors was 
also shut off. Lorraine Snvder, 9- 
year-old daughter of the condemned 
woman, was to have paid her first and 
last visit to Sing Sing during the day. 
Mrs. Snyder has not seen the child 
since the latter was called to the stand 
for a minute as a defense “witness” 
during the trial in Long Island City. 

Joseph Lonardo, one of the Snvder 
lawyers, announced that Lorraine’s 
visit had been “postponed.” The child 
is supposed te believe that her mother 
is in a hospital.

Athens, January 8.—(United News. )

The little island which was to 
ancient Greece what Pompeii was to 
ancient Italy will be the scene of 
archaeological excavations, this year. 
it was announced -today. Another 
locality which is to be an archaeo- 
logical field this year is Sparta. Few 
have nct heard of one of the legends 
connected with the ancient inhabi- 
tants of that town. All students of 
Greek history have read of the Spar 
tan mothers who preferred to learn 
the death of their warrior sons 
rather than to hear of fheir defeat. 

American scientists will join those 
of seven European nations who have 
turned Greece into an archaeological 
museum. The neweomers are of the 


American archaeological school, who 
have been authorized by the govern- 
ment to excavate ancient Athens, 
said to be the birthplace ot civiliza- 
tion. 

Other excavators. including Ital- 
ians, English, French, Germans and 
Greeks, will continue their work of 
uncovering previous relics of early 
civilization. It is also hoped that 
Czecho-Slovakia and Sweden will take 
steps to further their archaeological 
operations in this country. 

Despite years of hard work, there 
still remain many important discov- 
eries to be mado.’ Numerous histori- 
cally famous sites stil] need excavat- 
ing. A number of prominent places 
will be explored this year for the 
first time.
